I shold like to dwell more in detail on 
the progressive development of these Puriian 
princ.ples, as they have attained thew matar- 
wy io the istitutions aad prosperity, which 
we, as the descendants of the prigrims, are 
permatied toenjoy. Therese no uninepired 
history, 19 authenticity, mterest and import- 
ance, hike the history of the pilgrim proneere 
of New England. The simple annals of 
their hardships, patient endurance and tri- 
umph, the spirit of piety and liberty, full of 
romance as they are, are told in ihe truthful, 
anadorned words of eye witnesses, each «{ 
whom might truly have added, “ Ee quo- 
rum pers magna fui.” 

But my present purpose only permits me 
to recommend to all, and especially to young 
men, to make themselves familiar* with the 
“Chronicles of the Pilgrims.” 

The matarity of Puritanism ws to be seen 
im what we are, and what we possess as New 
Englanders; mm what we see around us and 
feel in as. We see it im the general inve!li- 
gence, virtue and enterprise; in the order, 
tranquility and prosperity of the eommanity ; 
in the general security of our persons, aad 
dwellings and property; im the freedom of 
«peech, of the press, and of religious worship 
We eee it in our civil and political instie- 
tems.

Whine they are thus quietly aad bemgaly 
cooperating to catry out the principles of 
civil fiberty through the whole State, by rea- 
son of their limited and independent terr- 
tortal jurisdiction, they are not in danger of 
disturbing each other, to any dangerous ex 
teut, by au ebuliion of passiva of party 
spirit, arinag out of the management of their 
own local wterets. They are lke the dil- 
ferent parts of a complicated machine, al! 
useful in accomplishing the same desired re- 
sult, while cooperating in harmony, but so 
independent, that the disorder of one does 
not distur the harmony, of successful opera- 
tion of the rest. 

But the glory aod protection of ali the 
privileges, which we isherit from oar Pori- 
tan Sncestors, are our religious and |nerary 
institutions, and our avobsiructed freedom of 
religion end religious worship. Every hill 
top and every valley is ornamented with its 
district echowi-houwses, and at conreaient dts- 
tances are located the wniwersily or college, 
aud the higher semmaries, open alike to al! 
classes. In these are educated the fathers 
and mothers of our familes and the instruc- 
tors of our children ; our farmers, mechan- 
ics and professional men, who are to be our 
futare govornors, legislators and judges. So 
acceasibie are the means of instruction, that

The Aitany correspondent of the New York 
Couner grves us (be following information :— 

The Seneca Nation, it appears, met in 
Convention, at the Cattaragus Reservation 
wm Ere county, on the Sth of December, 
Inds, and ther firm reenluteon will be reed 
with surprise by those who have believed 
that the ludians were and would siways re- 
main savages 

Resolved, That this Convention feel graie- 
ful for ghe retigious and scientific instrucuon 
which benevolent societies and individuals 
have bestowed upon os, as well for the io- 
trodection of proper means among us for our 
improvement ; and partieuliarly do we de 
sire to express cur grati'ude to the Society 
of Frends; they were the firet to iatradece 
the means of our culture ead improvement, 
and lad the fouod of our ed and 
civilization, by which means we heve be- 
come wiser and enlightened, and been en- 
abled to see aud understand our rights ; they 
also befriended and aided os when friendiess, 
end without means to sustain ourselves in 
time of peril, aleays zealoas and unremitting 
im thew labors for our welfire. Also, to 





rect us to the true light, and teach us the 
plan of salvation; and also, to the people 
of the State of New York, for their benevo- 
lent efforts in ewacting laws for oer protect- 
jon and improvement, as weil as for the large 
and generous a iations made by them 
for the erection of school-houses, and the 
pryment of school teachers among our people, 
and we desire that these kind may be 
contiaued.
